The train was sent forty minutes ahead of 
the special and a slow schedule was ordered. 
As Pana was neared the train did not move 
over six milesan hour and alinost anything 
was looked for. The first sight of the town for 
the soldiers was the dark shaft No. 2 of the 
Pana Coal company along the Illinois Cen- 
tral tracks. As the train passed the shaft a 
dozen Deputy Sheriffs armed with rifles ap- 
peared from the mine entrance and set upa 
cheer for the relief in sight. The night had 
been one of anxiety to then and the presence 
of troops so overjoyed them that they waved 
their hats and guns and yelled as long as the 
train was in sight. Not over two minutes be- 
hind was the regiment train. The station was 
reached promptly at o'clock, 

Skirmish Line Sent Out, 

The advance guard deployed as skirmhish- 
ers, under command of Maj. Sanborn, and 
formed as protection to the rear and flanks of 
the main body while disembarkimg. ‘There 
were probably 100 men at the station to see 
the troops arrive, but nothmg was said by any 
one of them, favorably or otherwise. Col. 
Turner formed the regiment into columns of 
four, withan advance guard of thirty men, 
flank guards, and a rear guard-of thirty men. 
The gatling gun was placed between the first 
and second battalion and the aminunition was 
placed in front of the rear guard. The war- 
like preparations were completed in- four min- 
utes and the march to thé camp was on. 

Lieut. ‘Orendorff and: Assistant Adjutant- 
General H. E. Bayle, who had brought the 
camp equipage from Springfield earlier in 
the day, had selected the ball grounds fur a 
camp site. The movement was‘ on Main 
street east from the depot, and as the troops 
marched down the dusty road to the roll of 


the drums the sight was one to inspire the: 


inhabitants with a feeling of security and 
strike terror to any lawbreakers, From Main 
street the turn was to the north, and within 


three blocks of the depot the camp ground |

would otherwise occur tonight or tomorrow

Turner reported to him, “He was given to 
understand that the regiment was out for 
business and ready for active service ata 
moment’s call. The Sherfff had no orders to 
give and the regiment waited for something 
to turn up. 

Members of the. Red Cross Society are 
here. 

Adjutant-General Orendorff arrived at 12 
o’clock from Springfield and assumed charge 
as the representative of the Governor. Col, 
Turner cailed upon him at once for instruc- 
tions. 

Guard mount was one of the early duties in 
camp. Capt. Switzer of Company M was 
made officer of the day, Lieuts, Peckham and 
Wood officers of the guard. Twenty-eight 
men were placed on gusrd, Capt. Deremer 
was reported on the sick list. He was much 
better by evening. In the evening battalion 
parade was had. The officers and men were 
ordered not to leave the camp under any cir- 
cumstances. No conversation with the citi- 
zens was to be had and all would be held 
strictly to duty. 

Capt. Beil hus the commissary department 
well supplied and every man is well fixed. 
At battalion parade the first was in charge of 
Maj. J. B. Johnson; second, Maj. E. B. Tol- 

an; third, Maj: M. Eddy Jr. Several thou- 
chnd townspeople witnessed the evolutions. 
Adjutant-General Orendorff says he expects 
trouble and is prepared for it. He will prob- 
ably stay in camp a3 long as the regiment 
does. ‘Col, Turner says he does not look for 
serious trouble, but is ready for anything. 

The camp is situated in an admirable posi- 
tion to reach all the coal mines in a few min- 
utes. One-half mile northeast is the Spring- 
side mine, three-quarters of a mile northeast 
is the north shaft of the Pana coal company. 
four blocks west is the. Pana Coal company 
shaft No. 1, and six blocks southwest is the 
Penwell shaft. One known canip of strikers 
is northwest and south and another 
southeast of the camp. The Penwell 
shaft is considered the most dangerous on ac- 
count of the many Americans employed there. 
The men are said to be making fuir wages and 
want to work if left alone. G. V. Penwell 
says he will have twenty-five wagons on the 
slack pit in the morning loading and also that 
he will run his mines with all the force he 
has. Many miners object to working under 
guard and say they will not work while the 
militia is here. Operator Broehl and Operator 
Overholt say their mines will be in operation 
tomorrow morning.

MAYOR HAYWARD EXPECTS TROUBLE 


He Visits the Strikers’ Camp—Men Ask for 
a Conference. 

Pana, Ill., June 10.—{Special. |}—Mayor Ww. 
E. Hayward says he thinks the trouble is not 
yet at an end; that the presence of the soldiers 
is only delaying the war and that there is 
enough of the anarchistic element in the com- 
munity to tear things loose at any moment. 
He was much relieved when the soldiers 
arrived. Accompanied by Banker H. W. 
Schuyler he visited the strikers’ camp at 6 
o'clock, at Pope’s Grove, and had a talk 
with the Springtield men there. Mr. Schuyler 
talked to the men, trying to find out what was 
wanted. A big Frenchman, professional agi- 
tator and leader of the strike here three years 
ago, acted as spoksman and talked rabid 
anarchy fora while. The men said they were 
at the grove expecting a big meeting of strik- 
ers and not for lawbreaking purposes. They 
said their leaders had told them at home that 
as long as the Pana mines were operated 
there could be no settlement of differences in 
Southern Illinois and Indiana mines. What 
they wanted was to confer with the men at 
work in the Pana mines and to make an ef- 
fort to have them stop work. 

Noise of the 250 men seemed to be armed 
or looked at all dangerous. When they re- 
quested a committee from Pana to meet 


them they were told it would be considered. 


This question was discussed in town at a 
secret meeting of the town board at the St, 
but nothing resulted from it. 
The encamped strikers say they have been 
receiving only fifty cents'a day for their 
work. One mau, William Kraft, who has 
been in the business nineteen years, said he

Those Who Made the Slate. 

Mayor Hopkins attended the conference 
yesterday and Ald.

Harrison’s Attack on City Hall Men. 

Around town the attack of the Times on the 
City Hall coterie created a sensation. It was 
printed editorially and doubie-leaded and was 
as follows: 

“ How inexplicable it is that. a little ring of 
narrow-minded ward politicians calling them- 
selves Democrats should think themselves 
competent to control the political action of 
the voters of Chicago! 

‘+ What is the situation of the Democracy of 
Chicago today? Desperate... And why? Be. 
cause a few politicians of small caliber and 
wholly selfish instincts have arrogated to 
themselves the power to dictate nominations 
to the county ticket this fall and have denied 
to'the people, to the voters whose votes are 
going to be vitally necessary, any voice in 
the selection of candidates. These fellows are 
either blind or mad. It is impossible for 
any one in péssession of his sober senses to 
ignore the restiveness of our people under 
ring rule. And ringrule is exactly the bur- 
den under which the Democracy of this city is 
staggering today. Itisa matter of common 
notoriety that the few Democrats in office 
now seek to dictate to the many Democrats 
out of office the candidates whom they shall 
support. The Detmmocratic county convention 
next Tuesday is expected to be merely a per- 
functory gathering intended to ratify. the 
choice of the ring. 

“* Now, if the plans of the City Hall com- 
bine are fully carried out there will be weep- 
ing and gnashing of teeth among Demo- 
cratic candidates ia the fall. The people will 
not support a machine-made ticket. The can- 
didate who stands upon it will waste his 
time, his energy, and his money. The pro- 
fessional politician may doubt this, but it is 
true nevertheless. It is not an extraordinarily 
good year for Democrats under the happiest 
circumstances, and such of them as carry the 
handicap of a ring support are not likely to 
be in the running. ' 

** These are plain words, but the Time$ is 
in a position to speak plainly.: its Democra- 
cy:inakes it solicitous for the welfare of: the 
Democratic party, but its independence com- 
pels it to declare its entire willingness to 
abandon any Democratic ticket which it 
deems unfit or created by unworthy methods. 
As an indepeftident Democratic newspaper 
the Times holds itself free to support or op- 
pose the nominees of the convention as it 
sees fit. The character‘of the men nominated 
must be the test of the merit of the ticket, 
but there is only very slender reason to hope 
that a ticket selected by the City Hall bosses 
will be fit for the people’s svpport. 

** It is just as well for these matters .to be 
understood now as when it is “too late. If a 
ring of officeholders insists upon foisting 
unworthy candidates upon the Democratic 
party in Cook County the Republicans will 
enjoy the fruits of victory in November.”

Resolved, By the regular Eighth Ward Demo- 
cratic organization and the Democrats of the 
Eighth Ward jointly in mass-meeting assembled 
that we hereby censure and condemn ag unfair 
and undemocratic the bulldozing tactics of John

For fifteen minutes the conflict 
raged, and the participants, who increased 
from a dozen to nearly fifty, used knives with 
terrible effect.

Doctor 
Miller spoke from Matthew vi., 23: “If the 
light that is in you be darkness, how great is 
that darkness.”” He said the tendency of the 
age is to estimate thmgs by a material stand- 
ard, but the true standard was a spiritual 
one. The important requisite was to 
have the mind clear and the heart pure. 
There are two kinds of knowledge—that of 
the external world, learned through the 
senses, and internal knowledge, or that which 
is intuitiona!l. This intuitional knowledge 
em braced self-consciousness. The intuitions 


are .such that men cannot find real 
happiness in pantheism or other “ys 
tems of philosophy or religion. Dr. Miller 


then discussed at length the causes which pro- 
duced the obseurement of the light in men. 
Inattention or negiect accounted for it. Men 
seeking for fame perverted the right and re- 
sorted to questionable means to secure their 
end,. Even in the pulpit sensational minis- 
ters studied how they might draw and enter- 
tain ‘thé crowds rather than how they might 
win souls. In planning to make money 
men  obs¢ured the light in them. 
The speaker here addressed himself to the 
students. The writers of current literature, 
he said, sought to ignore religion. They ridi- 
culed the oid-fashioned teachings of evangel- 
ical ehurches. The young man from the 
country coming to the city soon forgot the 
simplicity of rural life, but after ali his safety 
depended -on obedience to the moral 
teachings of his godiy parents. Literary men 
became err with the pursuit of scien- 
tific knowledge and neglected the life of 
prayer and faith. where were many things 
calculated to weaken and destroy the sense of 
responsibility to God and toeociety. The 
liquor traffic, the gambling evil, and the cur- 
ruptions of politics are among the destroyers 
of rectitude and purity. A man in whom the 
light becomes darkness lives an animal exist- 
ence. He might be wise in external knowl- 
edge, but if his intuition were wrong he was 
in darkness. 


GROUND OF CHRISTIAN BELIEF, 


President Wilder’s Theme in Addressing 
Illinois Wesleyan Seniors, 
§ . 

Bioomineror, Ili., June 10.—[Special,]— 
The exercises of commencement week of the 
Illinois Wesleyan University opened with the 
baccalaureate sermon preached this morning 
at the First M. E. Church by the President 
of the institution, the Rev. W. H. Wilder, A. 
M.,D. D. The congregation was immense, 
although the day was the hottest of the sea- 
sonandone of the hottest in years. The 
theme of Dr. Wilder was ‘‘An Inquiry Into 
the Ground of Christian Belief,”” Text, John 
xiv., 1: **¥e believe in God, believe aiso in 
me.” The speaker said: 

I would argue from the universal belief in God 
the ey of faith in Jesus Christ as God manifest 
in the flesh, and as such worthy of every man’s 
service, affection, and worship. First, the idea of 
God is universal Among the ideas that are 
common to the universal inteldigence of our race 
but one is more prominent than the idea of 
God, and that is possibly the idea ofself. Was 
that idea found in the mind of man long before 
he uttered the name God? { know 
not how man came into posses- 
sion of thie idea of God, but the idea 
is here. it is a race idea. it has persisted 
from the beginning of human history. Second, 
the belief in God is also universal. Belief in 
God is indigenous to the human mind and cannot 
be deduced from our sense experience alone. Re- 
ligious consciousness belongs to our rafional out- 
fit and is an essential factor in human experi- 
ence. The religious consciousness of the mind is 
its response to the presence of God, who reveals 
himself in the constitution of man and in the 
ongoing of nature and human history. Religion 
is imperishable on earth because thus rooted in 
nature. 

The sermon concluded as follows: 


Itis not because Jesus Christ has added so 
much to human knowledge that we worship him; 
but rather because he has taken all truth vital 
to life and setit in new and living forms. The 
best part of his revelation is in giving clearness 
to thonght of the mind and rey f the true 
characteristic of man and (jod on the knowledge 
ot men. In the light of himself we see our natures 
and relations. 


DR. KR, 8S. STUBRRS AT COLUMBIA, 


Sermon to the Class of ’94 Is “Delivered by 
the Famous Brooklyn Preacher. 
New Yorx, June 10,—[Special.]—The Co- 


‘lumbia College baccalaureate sermon was 


delivered this evening by the Rev. Dr. R. 8S. 
Storrs of Brooklyn in the Collegiate Dutch 
Church, Fifth avenue and Forty-eighth street. 
The text was Matthew, xiii, 33:- “The 
kingdom of heaven is like unto leaven.”’ 
The preacher said : 


No thoughtful reader ofthe sayings of the 
Master can fail to be frequently and profoundly 
impressed by two facts, which areas character- 
istic of them as is its azure tint of the unblem- 
ished sky. The first of these is that the thought 
expressed by him differed radically in essential 
contents from the thoughts prevailing in his 
time, or. commonly accepted by the world at 
any time where he has not trained it; second, 
that as far as’ history has borne witness his 
thought‘has beea confirmed and exalted, while 
that from which it differed has steadily lost at- 
tractiveness and command. 

In other words, this Man of Nazareth balanced 
his mind, in the serenity of conscious supremacy, 
against that of mankind, and by the event he has 
been justified. A more than haman intelligence 
must be recognizedin him te explain the fact. 
It becomes, too. a significant testimony to the 
divine inspiration under which the untrained 
writers of the gospels made tireir records, that 
the very sayings which they did not sometimes 
understand; to which at other times their own 
minds were vehemently opposed, were reported 
by them with a simplicity of phrase which attests 
their correctness, and in a peculiar beauty of 
expression which leayes the sayings shining on 
the page as literal, lustrous gems of thought. 

Gentiemen, I sum it all up in a final word: The 
noblest ambition to be realized on earth by any 
man, however cultured, brilliant, powerful, 
opens before each in these simple but kingly 
words: “The kingdom of heaven is like unto 
leaven.”’

President Taylor Places It Before the 
Senior Class in His Annual Sermon,

James M. Taylor, D. D., President of Varsar 
College, preached his’ annual Baccalaureate 
sermon to the graduating class this morning.

Sheriff at Pekin I¢ Unable to Arrest Any 


More Miners. 

Pexiy, Ill, June 10,—[Special.j}—An un- 
successful effort wag made by Sheriff Freder- 
ick and his deputies this afternoon to appre- 
hend and arrest more of the striking miners 
wanted on account of Wednesday’s riot. They 
have caught the Sheriff's plans and are keep- 
ing out of his way, His deputies went up 
and down the river in a’ pleasure boat, stop- 
ping at Wesley City, Bartonville, and 
other points to capture  skiffs and 
destroy rafts as well as arrest 
rioters, The frightened miners ran away and 
hid themselves in the hills, so that it was im- 
possible to find and get them. The posse suc- 
ceeded, however, in taking three sxiffs and a 
number of fish boats, They were brought 
here for safe keeping. Two rafts were de- 
stroyed. It was theught necessary by the au- 
thorities to thus deprive the Bartonville, 
Pottstown, and Edwards strikers of the only 
means they have heretofore employed of 
crossing the river.

The rear guard of the First Regiment start- 
ed for Pana in a special car attached to the 
Decatur express on the Illinois Central at 9 
o’clock last night. It numbered seventy-five 
officers and: men and was made up of the 
soldiers who did not receive notice that the 
Governor had ordered them out in time to ac- 
company the regiment Saturday. By 10 
o'clock every delinquent save one, Capt. B.

large sum of money stolen from a convent in 

exicO many years ago, was interviewed to- 
day and denied many of the statements made 
in. the press concerning the hidden treasure. 
He said in 1858 he was-the keeper of a sinall 
boarding-house in Chicago, and that one of 
his boarders wasa Bavarian. This man was 
taken seriously ill and Mr. Vogel took care of 
him faithfully until he died. Just previous to 
his death, being anxious to make a confidant 
of some one, he toid his Igndlord that during 
the Mexican war he was one of four soldiers 
who stole a large sum of silver and gold from 
a certain convent, the estimated value of 
which wag in the neighborhood of a half mill- 
ion dollars. They secreted the money in a safe 
place, and shortly left the neighborhood in 
following their duty as soldiers. Two of the 
robbers were killed during the war, and the 
Other two by agreement kept each other 
posted as to their respective movements with 
the intention of sometime going after the 
booty. The dying man told Mr. Vogel that 
he had nat heard from his partner fora long 
time, and he was, when he last heard from 
him, in Georgia. From this fact-he was sat- 
istied of his comrade’s death., Before dying 
the boarder gave Mr. Vogel drawings and full 
instructions as to obtaining the treasure, but 
for some reason the latter did not place much 
confidence in the story. In February, 1802, 
Vogel read an article ina German newspaper 
relating how the Mexican: Government was 
endeavoring to find the money, as it evi- 
dently had some inkling of the fact that it 
had been secreted on Mexican soil. In the 
article the amount was. estimated at $400,- 
000. Vogel then wrote the Mexican Govern- 
ment, stating that he knew of the where- 
abouts of the treasure, and received a reply 
from the Secretary of Finance some time 
afterward asking his price for the informa- 
tien. The matter dropped at this point and 
he has heard nothing further from Mexico, 

Mr. Vogel is confident that he alone knows 
where the money is concealed, and denies that 
it is buried in the vicinity of the robbery, but 
affirms that he knows just where it is, and 
how many feet under ground it was placed. 
He appeared somewhat disconcerted when it 
was suggested that the Georgia man might 
possibly have returned to Mexico and secured 
the wealth, but still believed that he was the 
only man on earth who knew just where the 
treasure lay. He seemsito have no definite 
plans in regard to further action in the mat- 
ter, but thought so:ne of conferring with the 
authorities at Washington, as itis an inter- 
natioual affair. Mr. Vogel is in good circum- 
stances, being the owner of valuabe real es- 
tate in this city. :

There is only 
one other man who is supposed fo have any 
ambition to enter the Senate, coupled witha 
possibility of doing so,.and ‘that is Gov, 
Brown. By this move Senator Blackburn, it 
is said, hopes in the end to narrow the contest 
down between himself and the Governor.

Shipbuilding Interests=Great Britain 
aud Other Marine Powers Would Great- 
ly Benefit by the Passage of the Bille 
Exciting Debate Expected in the Sen- 
ate on the Woolen Schedule. 


Wasuineton, D, C., June 10.—The Repub- 
lican minority of. the House Committee on 
Merchant Marine and Fisheries have sub- 
mitted to the House a report against the free 
shipping bill introduced by Representative 
Fithian of Illinois, which the Democrats of 
the ¢ommittee have recommended to the 
House. Representative Perkins of Iowa is 
the author of the report, and it also bears the 
signatures of Representatives Gillett of 
Massachusetts and Phillips of Pennsylvania. 

“The messure is more fitly entitled to desig- 
nation) as a bill to destroy American ship- 
building in the interests of foreign countries,” 
says Mr. Perkins. ‘' The report of the major- 
ity is wholly occupied in placing ‘the worst 
possible estimate upon the present condition 
of ovr own merchant marine. The minority 
are not disposed to accept so dark a view, nor 
disposed to make an argument wholly on the 
darker side. Themajority confine theinselves 
to the most discouraging view of American 
competitive efforts,and make this the only 
excuse for an abandonment of a ‘distinctive 
national policy that has been undisturbed 
through all the successive changes of party 
and administration since its initiation at the 
very threshold of our government. No at- 
tempt is made toeestablish the fact thatthe 
passage of this bill into law would prove 
helpful to the Government of the United 
States or to the shipping interests of its citi- 
zens. 

ss An Unpatriotic Proposition. 

‘The’ préposition is for an unconditional 
surrender to foreign powers both ef the profits 
and safeguards involved in the mainienance 
of our independence as the builder of our own 
ships. ‘That the adoption of this course 
would. prove highly satisfactory to Great 
Britain and. other important marine powers 
need not be questioned; that it would prove 
other than a humiliation to this republic, a 
certain disgrace and a possible disaster, may 
be aecepted as equally probable.”’ 

The discussion of tne question, continues 
the report, may be carried on apart from the 
matter of ** bounties”’ and “ subsidies,’’ to 
which the majority of the committee devote 
so. much attention. It is improbable that a 
bounty system in the sense pointed out would 
be resorted to, and yet steamship owners who 
perform public service by transporting ocean 
mails undoubtedly expect pay for it, and 
there is no reason why this country may not 
pay for such service as well as countries with 
which itis chiefly in competition. During 
the year 1893 England, France. Germany, 
Russia, and Italy paid, roughly, $16,657,865 
for transportation of mails by sea. England 
is acknowledged te have been so entirely suc- 
ceesfulin its maritime policy that it is now 
urged us useleas forthe United States to 
stand out longer against the complete domi- 
nation by England of the shipping of this 
country. 

Ne Dependence on Foreian Countries, 


The question is asked whether if weare to 
depegd on foreign ships because they are 
cheaper foreign countries should have been 
depended upon for the new navy and an in- 
feriér line secured, and thus retarded the de- 
velopment of establishments which are now 
able to propose to the British Admiralty for 
the contracts. It is said to be settled that the 
United States can build as good ships as any 
country and build them. cheaper than any 
country save England. But for the law of 
1872 this couhtry could not have dreamed of 
competing with England for the building of 
her own ships. 

There is said to be less reason now for as- 
saulting our navigation laws than at any time 
since the war. particularly since the field of 
profitable employment is now greatly re- 
duced. The first cost of the ship is said to be 
not the controlling consideration, but its prof- 
itable employment. So long as foreigners 
protect themselves the carrymg trade cannot 
be taken away. by the expedient of free ships. 
It would be'folly to abandon building iron 
ships ‘when the work has just com- 
mented, That the wages of American sea- 
men are 30 per cent higher than those paid 
abroad is said to explain why so many for- 
eigners ship- with us. It is not sv desirable to 
have the cheapest ships as the beat ships. The 
extension of free registry to vessels engaging 
in coastwise*trade is held to be the natural 
sequence of the proposed system. In conclu- 
sion it is n that no appeal has come from 
shipping interests to Congress for the change.

PREPARING FOR THE WOOL SCHEDULE 
Hot Debates Expected When It Is Reached 
in the Senate. 


Wasutnaetor, D. C., Juné 10.—It isexpected 
on both tides of the Senate Chamber that the 
woolen schedule will be teached during the 
present week in the consideration of the tariff 
bill; There is a tacit agreement among the 
Republican and, Democratic leaders that the 
debate shall be continued under the five- 
minute rule .on the wines, cotton manu- 
fuctures, and flax schedules, Senator Ald- 
rich, as the represeftative of the Re- 
publican side of the chamber, today 
ex pressed the opinion that 
schedules would be, disposed of with little 
delay.. Hesaidthe understand.ng for five- 
minute speeches would not be continued 
when the woglen schedule should be reached, 
and he expressed the opinion that three or 
four days’ debate would be necessary before 
the wool and woolen éschedule is acted upon. 
Some of the Democratic leaders think the 
schedule may ‘be disposed of in two days. 
This schedule will develop one of the most 
important debates connected with the bill. 
Next to the duty on sugar, free wool has at- 
travtted more attention than any other item, 
and there can be no doubt that many Repub- 
lican Senators will make speeches vigorously 
assailimg . the Democratic position. The 
Democrats, while not expecting or hoping to 
secure consideration of this schedule under 
the five-minute rule, are nevertheless hopeful 
tLat they can make an‘arrangement for the 
fixing of a definite number of days fur the 
debate.

CHARGE MAY BE CHANGED TO MURDER. 


Two of John Kane's Victims Are Thought 
4 to Be Near to Death, 

The cllirge against John Kane, the tinner 
who cut five people with an ax at No, 8820 
Ashland avenue Saturday, may be changed 
from assault with intent to kiil to murder, 
Joseph Schurtz of No. 3801 Honoré street 
sfill lies unconscious from his wounds, and 
it is thovght they’ wiil prove fa- 
tal. Thomas’ Birmmgham, the officer 
who first attempted to arrest Kane, lies at his 
home, No. 3601 Mainstreet, with an ugly

Two detectives from the Deering Street Sta- 
thon, who made an investigation of the affair 
yesterday, declare that Kane was néither 
crazy nor drunk when he made the attack 
and that it was an act of pure maliciougness.

Heissaid to have been mixed 
up in the George Ryan murder case on the 
South Side a year ago and to have concealed 
frank Graham, the murderer, until the latter 
could escape from the city, Kane is a tanner 
and worked for Nelson Morris at the Stock.

Schurtz was in the shop getting a wagon 
fixed, and) Grundell and Rielly | were 
asdisting Fisher. Kane ‘attacked Visher 
with a knife,and after cutting him went 
home, a block away, and got a lather’s hatch- 
et. He returned and takmg the mén in 
the shop unawares attacked them with the 
hatchet. When Officer Birmingham _at- 
tempted to place Kane under arrest a crowd 
of women surrounded him and heid him 
while Kane assaulted him with the 
hatchet. By this time Lieut. Enright 
of the Deering Street Station had atrived 
with a half dozen officers, and the chase was 
taken up and lasted for five miles, through 
alleys and back yards, until Kane was 
brought to bay near Swift’s packing-houbse, in 
the Stock-Yards, where Officer Burke’ sue- 
ceeded in overpowering Kane.

THIRSTY SUNDAY FOR TIPPLERS. 


New Closing Regulations Cause Peculiar 
Tactics to Secure Drinks. 

New York, June 10.—[{Special.]—Ironclad 
ordere had gone out from police headquarters 
Saturday that no liquor saloon was to be al- 
lowed open after 1 a. m. Sunday. There 
were a large number of doubting Thomases, 
as was evidenced by the squads of 
excise violators arrested during the 
small hours of this morning, and ranged 
up later before the magistrates in the differ. 
ent police courts. Some neighborhoods were 
scraped by the vigilant police as with a fine. 
tooth comb, and drinks 
eral hours after 2a.m. It is doubtful if late 
Saturday night “‘ rounders *’ have ever before 
had so much trouble in getting a 
drink. As a consequence of. ‘he raids 
today was what is popularly known as a 
“dry Sunday.”” The word “dry” has only a 
relative use in this connection since the sa- 
loons were not all closed, and men not afflict- 
ed with ossification of the knee joints could 
‘secure their customary Sunday stimulants at 
any of the hotels by sitting at a table in a 
café and eating a cracker in a business-like 
way. But for all that it was relatively an ex- 
traordinarily ““dry Sunday.” 

‘* If there are any more like it,’ said one 
Park Row saloonkeeper, angrily, “we will 
go up to Albany next yearin a body and see 
what we can do.”” The news of early morn- 


ing arrests spread everywhere, and it was 8 or 


4 o'clock before even the bolder of the 
saloonkeepers ventured to turn on the water - 
and put their beer pumps info action. 
During the day the business was conducted 
with extraordinary caution, and only the reg- 
ular customers were admitted through the 
side doors. Cautionary tactics were brought 
into play, which had not been resorted to for 
many months. There were many saloons, 
perhaps one-third of the whole number, that 
closed outright rather than risk the 
consequences in the face. of Supt. 
Byrnes’ positive orders, A reporter who 
went up-town by way ofa Sixth avenue sur- 
face car saw an unprecedented number of 
men’s heads sticking throughcracks of saloon 
side doors. At theapproach ofa policeman 
one of these heads would withdraw and the 
side door would softly close. The head would 
eome forth through the crack after the police- 
man had passed by. 

Coming down through the Bowery the 
saloons were seen to be surrounded by, in 
many cases, as many asa dozen solemn-look- 
ing guards, who furtively scanned every 
passer-by as though they suspected him 
of having a_ reprehensible desire to 
drink. The big hotel bars were not closed, 
except in rare instances. In the hotel. dis- 
trict around Madison Square the hotel 
bars were the refuge of the thirsty. Eighteen 
violators of the excise laws were arraigned 
before Justice McMahon in the Jefferson Mar- 
ket Police Court. Six were discharged for 
lack of evidence and the rest were heid for 
trial at special session. Six excise violators 
were held by Justice Koch in the Essex Mar- 
ket Police Court. Altogether 156 arrests were 
made,

There is one point in regard to the grain 
business of this city which is extensively miis- 
understood. It is claimed that but for the 
action of the warehousemen in buying grain 
in the country to be brought here the receipts 
would fall off toa small volume. It seems to 
have been assumed that the commission 
merchants who are members of the Board of 
Trade content themselves with receiving con- 
signments of grain from parties in the coun- 
try and do not take the troubié to send out 
agents to bid for business. Henceif the ele- 
vator men did not act much of the grain that 
comes here under present arrangements 
would geek other markets—would not come 
here atall. | 

This may be true for s0 much of the grain 


as cannot be obtained in competition | with. 


other points except by rebatinga portion or 
the whole of the storage charge for the first 


term, and how large the percentage of this is. 


may bean open question, But it hardly is 
true for the rest of the business. Before the 
elevator men entered the field as buyers on 
their own account at country points there was 
active competition among the commission 
merchants. They sent out men to make per- 
sonal canvass and solicitation, and daily sent 
telegrams stating changes in the terms they 
eduld offer, these changes being determined 
by the fluctuations in the markets on ’Change. 
They strove with one; another and with the 
country trade as actively and closely as the 
elevator men do now, end did succeed in at- 
tracting vast quantities of grain to this mar- 
ket. 

Nevertheless there was and is an important 
difference in the character of the aim, and 
this is where the real trouble comes in. The 
commission merchant) wants the grain to 
come hére, so that he can make a commission 
by selling it, but does not care whether it goes 
into stote or not. He is perfectly willing it 
should go into the elevator if other things are 
equal, but if more can be made by selling it 
on track, for transfer to an Eastern line or 


‘Immediate distribution to city dealers, he 


prefers to sell the grain in that way, and gen- 
erally thisis ** by sample.”’ To this extent 
he is working against the supposed interests 
ofthe warehousemen and regarded by them 
asa trade enemy, though that does not nec- 
essarily prevent personal friendship in a few 
instances; For on the other side of the 
matter the warehoyseman wants the 
grain togo into store in:his elevator, so that 
he may collect storage charges on it, and the 


- longer it stays there the better for his bank 


account, so long as the grain does not get out 
of condition. It is to his interest to have his 
bins full all the time, even though the conse- 
quence of very large stocks in his and other 
houses be a depression of prices, a big visible 
supply always being noted asa “ bear” argu- 
ment by foreign buyers, and generally so by 
purchasers for domestic consumption, On 
the other hand, the commission merchant has 
no object in having the grain stay here after 
hé has soldit, Rather he would that it be 
moved away so as to make room for more to 
come in from the country on which he can 
collect the customary fees for selling. 

Of course, the members of both these classes 
are working for their own interests,. and 
neither of them is entitled to public sympathy 
as against the other unless in case of manifest 
injustice, which always should be a public 
question. But it is well that the matter be prop- 
erly understood by the people, and especially 
by thosé outside the contending parties who 
have business interests to be affected by the 
result of the struggle, It is not a question of 
bringing grain here, but of keeping it here, 
that constitutes the great point at .iseue, and 


} on both sides of which there is something im- 


portant to be said, according as the speaker is 
most insympathy with the paying of good 
prices for the producer or of low ones for the 
consumer. It, however, should not be forgot- 
ten that the grain receivers on ’Change want 
the handling of all the grain they can induce 
to come to Chicago, have worked hard for 
that in the past, and would work hard for it 
in the fature if the elevator men should cease 
to compete with them.. The proposition to 
eat off such competition may be fair or un-

The exposures of the corruption and deprav- 
ity of the Tammany system in New York 
which already have been made in the pending 
Lexow investigation not only confirm the 
charges which have been set forth hitherto 
but demonstrate still lower depths of infamy 
to which the leaders of that gang of public 
plunderers, thieves, and blackmailers have 
destended. The New York Evening Post 
aptly characterizes it as not a political sys- 
tem, but a system of contributions and assess- 
ments. Every man who belongs to it and 
wishes its protection has to pay for it. Every 
man who holds a salaried office has to divide 
his salary with the gang. There is no favor 
without pay. ‘' Clerks, contractors, police- 
men, liquor dealers, strumpets, criminals, 
jailers, justices, Sheriffs, tramps—all con- 
tribute to the funds of the organization be- 
cause the payment of their’assessmeats is the 
one acceptab'e sign of their loyalty.”’ Police- 
men have to pay to get on the force, and there 
is a settled price for promotion, so much for 
a Sergeantcy, so much fora Captaincy, and so 
on, all the way up to the Commissioners. The 
same istrue of the Fire Department. The 
Commissioners levy their toll on the rank and 
file, and the rank and file levies its tolls or. the 
gamblers, saloonkeepers, and prostitutes. 

One witness, Charles Priem, testified he had 
had a police permit to keep a disorderly house 
for five years past. He had to pay a lump 
sum of $500 as a kind of jnitiation fee to the 
police Captain of his district, and every time 
a new Captain came in who had bought his 
promotion he had to pay another initiation 
fee. His regular assessment at first was $25 
a month, and afterwgrds it was increased to 
$50 a month. The initiation «fee, he under- 
stood, was paid for the privilege of running 
the house. The assessment was paid for im- 
munity from police interference. Another 
witness, Rhoda Sanford, keeper of a house of 
ill-fame, testified that she paid $250 for the 
privilege of opening the house. It was closed 
several times, but she had no difficulty in re- 
opening by paying a similar amount on 
ward police Cap- 
tain, and meanwhile when the house was 
in regular running order she paid a monthly 
assesstnent of $50. She also testified that all 
of her neighbors were visited by the ‘* ward 
men’”’ on their collecting tours for Tammany. 
Maurice Jacobs told an interesting story of 
the way he tried to secure a position on the 
police force, and of his failure, though he 
was on the Tammany General committee, 
It cost him $200 te pass the doctors and $100 
more to get’through with the mental exam- 
ination. Then he applied to Hasbrouck, a 
clerk at police headquarters. The report 
says: 7 

Hasbrouck said he was used to fixing those 
things. The result was that Hasbrouck gota 
man named Brandt to impersonate a candidate 
named Danny Ryan, son of Sergt. Ryan of the 
Twenty-seventh Precinct, and George Barmstorff, 
who was a patrolman in 1890, to represent 
Jacobs. They stood the examination and both 
the *‘ candidates’ passed. Jacobs was hotified 
that it would cost him $800 more to get his ap- 
pointment, at which he kicked, and he did not 
getit. The other man went in, 

The above are fair illustrations of the way 
in which this infamous gang of Tammany 
plunderers bleeds its victims and levies toll 
not alone upon ‘he criminal classes but upon 
every officeholder, policeman, fireman, city 
employ6é, and taxpayer. In view of this testi- 
mony even the New York Sun, the stanch 
defender of Tammany in the past, is forced 
to admit that the Lexow investigation has re.

FOREIGN MARKETS FOR FLOUR. 

A representative ef the Minnesota flour 
millers is authority for the statement that the 
entire flour. demand for the current year, do- 
mestic and foreign, could be supplied ia 113 
days of operatyon by the whole milling ca- 


pacity of the United States, leaving 200 days. 


for enforced idleness or partial work. ‘The 
average yearly butput of flour is not far from 
75 million barrels, of which 18% milifonsare 
exported and the rest consumed at home. 
The number of men employed is not lese than 
27,000, and thoy receive an average wage 
of at least $2 per day. Ihe amount of capi- 
tal invested in (he business is estimated to be 
55 million dollars. 

If these figures be approximately correct 
they show that the milling capacity of the 
United States ig nearly'three times as” great 
as needed to meet the present demand for 
flour and othe? mill products, The gentle- 
man who gives them says they show the des- 


perate condition of the industry and the pro- 


priety of Congtess extending such aid as is 
practicable and legitimate. He says if the 
millers of this ¢ountry were not prevented by 
hostile “regulations and discriminations in 
Europe from manutacturing our entire wheat 
export, which cbuld be done without increas- 
ing the present capacity, all the wheat wuuld 
be turned into flour at home, except what is 
needed for seed. The average annual ex- 
port of 125 million bushels of wheat 
would be ground into 27% million 
barrels. of flour. It would leave 
our shorea, at an enhanced valuation 
per barrel of 15 cents for sacks and 25 
cents for manufacturing. The total enchance- 
ment of more than 11 million dollars would 


increase our cr¢édit and consuming ability to.

here for domestic consumption. This at $10

States the President shall certify such fact to 
the Secretary of the Treasury, who shall im- 
pose and cpilect: an additional and 
discriminating duty upon all articles 
imported from such country equal to 50 
per cent of their value. The object of this is 
stated to be to meet the retaliatory action 
that certainly wilt be provoked from Ger- 
many if the re¢iprocity treaty made by the 
Emperor of that country and the Harrison 
administration be revoked. But the amend- 


.ment is intended to include all of the imports 


from France, Austria, Italy, and Belgium. 
It is claimed that the adoption of this amend- 
ment would not introduce any new principle 
of fiscal or commercial legislation into the 
pending bill. The section which it is sought 
to amend provides for the free exchange, re- 
ciprocally, of farm products, and this sthe 
millers do not ébject to. But they say if this 
amendment, or one more effective, be 
not adopted the American miller will have 
to stand idly by and see our wheat, 
which is raw material, “taken away 
trom him”: for manufacture into 
flour and sale in a markét from which he 
is excluded by discriminating or prohibitory 
legislation. They instance the fact that Ger- 
many imposes an import duty of three marks 
or 7144 cents per 22014 pounds of wheat and 
seven marks'or $1.66%¢ for the same weight 
of flour, which is prohibitory for flour since 
the cost of manhfacture here is only 25 cents 
per barrel of 196 pounds. The millers say 
that if it should become necessary for the 
President to act under the authority con- 
ferred 1t would nét be retaliation of the kind 
that is more injarious to the nation retaliating 
than to the offending one. It would not de- 
prive our peoplé of any of the necessaries of 
life, while to the offending exporting country 
the loss would be irreparable.

UniITED Sieatae Consut-Gawanat Masow at 
Frankfort sends to the department at Wash- 
mgton a description of a new chemical 
process by which fruit sugar may be manu- 
factured from beet juice. It was invented by 
Dr. Follenius, director of the beet sugar fac- 
tories at Hamburg and Hattersheim, and has 
not been patehted in this country. The 
process consists in the inversion of beet sugar 
at acertain staze of its manufacture into 
what is technically termed levulose, which 
chemically is identical with the natural fruit 
sugar developed in greater or less degree in 
most kinds of fruit. The product isa limpid 
white sirup of great density, containing about 
75 per cent of sugar, and having the capacity 
to remain fluid 4nd free from granulation for 
an indefinite period. It 
rich, fruity flavor, but its most valuable qual- 
ity appears to bé@ the power to assimilate, de- 
velop, and preserve the natural aromatic 
flavor of the fruit to which it is applied as a 
preserving. matérial. It is highly spoken of 
by those who have tried it for these purposes. 
They say it is fat superior to any other known 
form of sugar, always is ready to use, and 
eliminates wholly from the factory all inci- 
dental processes of dissolving and refining 
the sirup. Besides this it corrects the tend- 
ency. common With fruits preserved in ordi- 
nary sugar, to soften and assume a crude 
sugary flavor, which. not only injures the ap- 
pearance of the preserves but renders them 
cloying and disagreeable to the taste. The 
sirup is made Only at the sugar factory in 
Hamburg, from which it is sold to the trade 
at a price equal to about 34¢ cents per pound. 
Consul Mason offers to supply any trust- 
worthy Americah firm or person desirous to 
make the experiment with a sample of this 
artificial fruit gugar free of all cost except 
that for transpoffation.

CHARGES OF SMUGGLING ARE MADE.

They 
have ‘the «right to strike for higher 
wages and, therefore, are ali honor- 
able workmen, mistaken, badly advised by 
hotheaded teaders, but they are in the path of 
necessity and in no sense lawless. Elsewhere in 
the country law is violated and should be in- 
stantiy punished. If these plain facts stood 
alone the problem of the hour would be simpli- 
ti It would ther..remain. to enforce the law. 

The Governor or nation hesitating to enforce 
the law of person and property is encouraging 
anarchy out and out. Such a trifling state or 
nation isonly a bedlam.

It is 
important that information respecting any lo- 
cality should be wholly unbiased, and then 
the intending emigrant should be left to de- 
cide for himself.

_—— that each mother’s babe is the sweet- 
est in the world. ; 
Gives an Unbiased Report. 

The writer aims in this article to give an 
‘* uncolored report *’ of his personal experi- 
ences or observations in certain rtions of 
the State, but it must be conf at the out- 
set that 1t will be somewhat “ one-sided,’’ for 
like “Amber Glints” in the Horseman, “ I 
do not want to go to heaven, but I want to 
live forever in this most beautiful land.” A 
residence at various intervals since 1867, be- 
fore the iron highway girded the plains and 
mountains, with a business desire as well as 
pleasurable curiosity, backed by a determina- 
tion to overcome all barriers, to see and 
know all concerning the coast, and to take 
no man’s word for it. I have traversed 


the country from Mount Ranier’s glistening | 


peak on the north, southward to the Spanish- 
American guarded boundary line outpost at 
Tia Juana; reveled in the snows and clouds 
of the Sierra Nevadas, and *cast all my 
cares”? in the deep sea by sundry steam- 
er trips on the blue Pacific from that 
grand harbor at San Diego to the shoal, 
treacherous waters at Humboldt, on up the 


coast co the mouth of and along the Colum- | 


bia River to Portland. The most of the land 
trips have been made by *sole-leather”’ 
journeys—forced, I’I| admit—because of no 
other way of going, for love or money; 
mounted on the back of a *liver-stirring’ 

mustang ‘ or bronco; or by ‘mule 
team and “prairie schooner” camp 
outfit. These methods of “doing ’’ the coun- 
try and seeing all the nooks and plains, and 
the bad spots as well as the good, are the only 
practical ones. The railroads either make a 
bee-line through the level country or wind in 
and around hiis and mountains, appar- 
ently, it would sometimes appear, without re- 
gard to what points they may or might 
touch. Besides, the panoramic giimpses of a 
country seen from the windows of a swiftly 
moving train do not give any definite idea of 
the characteristics of the soil and people of a 
particular section. 


Too Much Travel to Be Avoided. 


For most people to travel over and view the | 


vast scope of country that I have seen would 
be only completely to unsettle them, and, ina 
majority of cases, undetermine them as to a 
location. To illustrate this: Representatives 
of anumber of fowa and Nebraska farmers 
were induced to, pay a visit to a central 
county colony. . Being unsuited with the lo- 
cality they formed a camping party and 
spent a couple of months traveling overland 
through the greater portion of the San Joaquin 
Valley.from near Stockton, southward to the 
tamous Lucerne Valley centered by the enter- 
prising modern Town of Hanford, and from 
foothiils to foothills of the Sierra Nevadas 
and Coast Range. Notwithstanding that they 
saw some of the very fairest portions of Cali- 
fornia—spots that would be hard to equal for 
productiveness anywhere on earth—they re- 
turned to their starting point unsettled and 
dissatisfied, and reloading their portables on 
the same cars that brought them from their 
Western homes they returned, out of pocket 
and unfavorable advertisers of the State. 


- Their impulse in my estimation was a very 


foolish one, and I have since learned it was a 
move greatly regrets by them afterwards. 

The intending homeseeker should, therefore, 
have some definite idea or conclusion formed 
as to where he wants to lécate before he * pulls 
up stakes”’ and starts off. Not to goupina 
fantastic balloon, figuratively snaukion. and, 
while still in the clouds, have it collapse 
and plunge him in aé confused heap 
where he does not want to be. 
This determining for the settler beforehand 
where he is to locateis where the unbiased in- 
formation can du a great amount of good if 
the unj«ejudiced information can be had. 
I have not the space to go into the merits of 
differen localities. ButI will give the East- 
ern farnier, who depends solely on tickle 
nature for moisture to mature his crops, some 
idea as to what irrigation isin the common, 
hard, every-day sense, and not so much in the 
poetical fancies of what irrigation will pro- 
duce. 

Praise for Irrigation. 


There is no doubt that irrigation is a grand 
thing. 
rose, but it took muscle and perseverance 
coupled with the artificial -moisture to do it. 
It can keep the alfalfa and the vegetables 
growing perennially, but its accomplishment 
is not all poetry. The Eas‘--n farmer, who 
is striving to make a home in an irrigated 
district in California, often sighs for a ** good 
thunder shower” to clear the air and refresh 
the vegetation in the *“*good old way.” 
monotonous round of continual crop 
and “everlasting’’ work he woul 
to swop off, once a year at least. 
for aé_  sileigh-ride and just a little 
freezing weather as a “‘ bracer.”’ The house. 
wife misses the summer showers as well, for 
they would be so welcome to lay the dust and 
she fully appreciates their refreshing effect, 
But, all things considered, she is better off 
than the husband, and she should be and 
nearly always is quite contented, She grate. 
fully appreciates the privileges that obtain 
for her here and is happy—missing only the 
old home associations and relatives and fa- 
miliar faces.

If water-level ditch pegs are not al- 
ready driven on the land you think of select- 
ing. have it done before you make a payment 
and it may save you a great deal of the most 
arduous kind of laborand considerable out- 
lay of capital. 

A loose sandy soil, one that will not bake 
or harden after being wet, is more desirable 
than a heavy soil, though the latter may be 
considered the strongest soil as to crop re- 
Irrigation is, to a certain extent, fertil- 
ization, and will largely renew the weaker 
soil, while it will be found to be the must sat- 
isfactory soil to le and work under the 


_ conditions peculiar to irrigation. 


Nearly every intending settler has a desire’ 
to locate where he can make an ideal home. 
The'term colony suggests a bunch of homes. 
Now the need of irrigation implies that the 
country is arid and generally devoid of nat- 
ura!, useful vegetation or tree growths, The 
summers are long, hot, and dusty. The win- 
ters short, practically like spring-time, when 
sprugg is just merging into summer, and if 
the seasons are exceeding)y dry, as they usu- 
ally are, very little or no rain falls. 

Not the Proper Piace to Settle, 

Such a climate is not wholly a desirable one 
for a ‘* home builder,” though it must be ad- 
mitted that many very nice and some palatial 
homes are built in counties here having such 


-aclimate. Butasa rule the owners of these 
nice residences have the means at command 


to enable them to flee to the seashore or as- 
cend to the cool heights of the mountains 
during the hottest portion of the year, and 
carrying on their farming operations mainly 
during the winter months. I do not claim 
that an urid climate, as it is found in Califor- 
nia, is absolutely unbearable, or in all cases 
undersirable, for it is fully as tolerable, or 
more so, than Eastern hot summer days, with 
their accompanying equally as warm nights. 
The land in the irrigated sections is often sold 
cheaper or offered on better terms than in 
the more favored places nearer the coast, 
where irrigation is not practiced. The 
young, rugged, and ambitious settier of 
moderate means, or, perhaps, no capital 
but his muscle and will power, can make or 
get a start on ten or twenty acres of irrigated 
land with greater facility, perhaps, and do 
fully as well or better than on the non-irri- 
gated acreage. Mainly, however, because the 
irrigated land was worthless for growing crops 
with certainty before being reclaimed by irri- 


| gation,and the com panies controlling the water 


rights and owning the vast tracts can afford, 
and in fact are obliged, to offer special in- 
ducements to get them settled. The irrigated 
country should only be sought or located on 
in my opinion, by those who are not averse 
to continual effort in overcommg defeats or 
difficulties, and who are fitted by nature and 
experience for thorough farm life. 

ut the man of some means, and, per- 
chance, one of business training, or a clerk or 
mechanic, seeking to better his health or 
condition by trying his untrained hands at 
farming ina climate more congenial than 
his Eastern home affords, will do better and 
be more contented in the non-irrigated coun- 
ties, And especially will it prove more pleas- 
antiand satisfactery for a man with a fam- 
ily who has been accustomed to t 
many advantages of older communities, with 
their large cities, numerous schools, colleges, 
and) churches, and extended social advantages, 
notito undertake to pioneer in a new colony 
in au interior arid county, however beautiful- 
ly the arid county may be made or is shown 
to be by means of irrigation.
